A west suburban woman has been cited after police shot her pit bull in front of her 
home Friday, but the woman says she's upset because the officer fired at the dog 
in front of her young children. 

Gina Marie Stone said her 2-year-old pit bull was shot by Berkeley police Friday 
afternoon outside her Taft Avenue home.

"When I was putting daughter's clothes away I heard like a noise," Stone said. 
Stone said her two young children, ages 4 and 5, rushed inside and told her their 
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family dog had been shot. 

• Family Says Dog Shot by Police in Front of 6- Year-Old Girl 

"The kids came in running like The cops shot Rayleigh, they killed Rayleigh,'" she 
said. 

Rayleigh survived the shooting and police took her to the DuPage Animal Hospital 
for treatment. 
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"It was reported by one of the callers that called our station that [the children] were 
using conduit pipe sticks, chasing after the dog and hitting it," Patti said. 

Police said the dog was on a grassy area between the sidewalk and the street 
when it was shot. 

"The dog actually became aggressive towards the officer, lunged at him, got 
within close proximity and the officer had to protect himself," Patti said. 

Officials say Rayleigh is recovering from the gunshot wound but vet bills have 
since totaled roughly $350. Police said Stone was cited for having a "vicious dog 
at large without tags." 

Police said an investigation into the shooting is ongoing and Patti said additional 
citations or charges could be filed.

"Since the ban has been in place, bites are down 73 percent from pit bulls," said Cheryl

The pit bull's unusual breeding history has produced some bizarre behavioral traits, de- 
scribed by The Economist's science editor in an article published a few years ago, at the 
peak of a heated British controversy over dangerous dogs that saw the pit bull banned in 
England. 

First, the pit bull is quicker to anger than most dogs, probably due to the breed's unusually 
high level of the neurotransmitter L-tyrosine. Second, pit bulls are frighteningly tenacious; 
their attacks frequently last for 15 minutes or longer, and nothing — hoses, violent blows or 
kicks — can easily stop them. 

That's because of the third behavioral anomaly: the breed's remarkable insensitivity to pain. 
Most dogs beaten in a fight will submit the next time they see the victor. Not a defeated pit 
bull, who will tear into his onetime vanquisher. This, too, has to do with brain chemistry. 
The body releases endorphins as a natural painkiller. Pit bulls seem extra-sensitive to 
endorphins and may generate higher levels of the chemical than other dogs. Endorphins are 
also addictive: "The dogs may be junkies, seeking pain so they can get the endorphin buzz 
they crave," The Economist suggests. 

Finally, most dogs warn you before they attack, growling or barking to tell you how angry 
they are — "so they don't have to fight," ASPCA advisor and animal geneticist Stephen 
Zawistowski stresses. 



Not the pit bull, which attacks without warning. Most dogs, too, will bow to signal that they 
want to frolic. Again, not the pit bull, which may follow an apparently playful bow with a lethal 
assault. 



In short, contrary to the writings of Vicki Hearne, a well-known essayist on animals who — in 
a bizarre but emotionally charged confusion — equates breed-specific laws against pit bulls 
as a kind of "racist propaganda," the pit bull is a breed apart.

The Myth: 

When a fighting breed injures or kills a human or pet, advocates say "it's not the breed, it's 
the owner." They claim that dogs only act aggressively if abused or mistreated. 

The Reality: 

Many breeds of dogs suffer a lifetime of pain and mistreatment without behaving 
aggressively. Examples include laboratory Beagles, cart-pulling dogs (pre-20th century), and 
the millions of street dogs living today all over the third world. 

About half of dogs that kill humans are indoor, middle-class family pets with no history of 
being abused or neglected. Most police investigations conclude that the owner did not 
contribute to the dog's aggression through mistreatment of any sort. 

As a rule, dogs involved in violent incidents act very differently from abused dogs. Abused 
animals have a tendency to avoid conflict. They usually only bite when they are cornered 
and perceive that they have to defend themselves. This is called "fear biting". They rarely 
inflict damage worse than a puncture wound. They do not escape from leashes, scale 
fences, or jump off of second floor balconies to launch an attack. They do not chase people 
or animals down to bite or maul them. Behaviors associated with abuse are actually 
considered "bold" behaviors that are rooted not in abuse, but in the dog's own genetics. 

Current research shows that animal behavior is primarily guided by instincts predetermined 
by their genetic profile or inherited traits. Socialization and training account for only a fraction 
of how a dog will react to strangers or family members. Nevertheless, using none-harsh

Whether to ban pit bulls is a human health and safety issue that should be steered by health 
and safety officials. Public safety is not the profession of animal advocates. Thus, public 
policy coming from animal advocates concerning protecting humans from pit bulls is 
fundamentally flawed. 

So far this year, 13 of the 14 Americans who have been killed by dogs — 93 percent — were 
killed by pit bulls and pit mixes. This is well above the average of 60 percent from 2005 to 
2012.

As the pit bull population rises, more human fatalities ensue. During the last eight-year 
period that the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention studied fatal attacks by breed 
(1991 to 1998), pit bulls were estimated at 1 percent of the U.S. dog population. Pit bulls 
killed an average of three people per year. 

The pit bull population has since grown to 4 percent. During the most recent eight-year 
period (2005-12), pit bulls killed an average of 19 people per year. 

Miami-Dade County, which banned pit bulls in 1989, has avoided this loss of life. Other 
Florida counties — prohibited by state law from regulating dogs by breed — continue to 
experience deaths and disfigurements due to pit bulls. Since 1989, 18 Florida citizens have 
been killed by pit bulls — none within Miami-Dade. 

The threat from pit bulls results from the combination of the animals' inclination to attack 
without warning — an essential trait of fighting dogs — and the type of injuries that pit bulls 
typically inflict. 

Most dogs bite and retreat, but pit bulls have a hold-and-shake bite style, and tenaciously 
refuse to stop an attack once begun. 

Often a pit bull releases its grip only when dead — the trait dog fighters describe as being 
"dead game." 

Ban opponents often blame dismembering and fatal attacks on environmental factors, such 
as neglect. That, unfortunately, is the plight of too many dogs of all breeds, not just those 
who kill and maim. 

Opponents also fail to distinguish dog-bite-injury severity. They argue that bans "do not 
reduce all dog bites." Of the 4.7 million Americans bitten by dogs each year, 9,500 require 
hospitalization for severe dog-bite injuries. The most extreme injury level, mauling injury, 
requires life-saving procedures at trauma centers. 

The purpose of a pit bull ban is to eradicate mauling injuries and deaths inflicted by pit bulls, 
the breed involved in more than half of all severe and mauling attacks. 
Since 1986, 18 appellate decisions have upheld lower-court findings that pit bulls are more 
dangerous than other dog breeds. 

Since 1988, four peer-reviewed studies published in leading medical journals have reviewed 
the severity of pit bull injury. "Mortality, Mauling and Maiming by Vicious Dogs," published in 
the Annals of Surgery in 2011, concluded the following: 

"Attacks by pit bulls are associated with higher morbidity rates, higher hospital charges, and 
a higher risk of death than are attacks by other breeds of dogs. Strict regulation of pit bulls 
may substantially reduce the U.S. mortality rates related to dog bites." 

In April 2012, the highest court in Maryland declared pit bulls "inherently dangerous," altering 
common law pertaining to pit bull attacks. Pit bulls are prima facia dangerous in Maryland 
and held to a strict liability standard. In instances of a tenant's pit bull attacking, this liability 
extends to the landlord. The court cited the entire abstract of the 2011 Annals of Surgery 
study in its opinion.

When the City of Indianapolis was discussing a pit bull sterilization law in April 2009, Little 
Rock Animal Services Director Tracy Roark spoke about Little Rock's successful 2008 pit 
bull ordinance: 

"There was a day when you could walk down any street in center city Little Rock, you could 
see several pit bulls chained up. You don't see that anymore," said Tracy Roark with Little 
Rock Animal Services. 

Roark told Eyewitness News over the phone that pit bull attacks have been cut in half and 

credits their new law with getting them there. 

"This is the most abused dog in the city," said Roark. 

The Little Rock law passed last year and requires pit bulls to be sterilized, registered and 
microchipped. Also dogs - regardless of the breed - are also not allowed to be chained up 
outside."

Fort Lupton, Colorado

When the City of Fort Collins was mulling a pit bull law in March 2009, Fort Lupton's Police 
Chief spoke about Fort Lupton's successful 2003 pit bull ban, including zero pit bull biting 
incidents since the law's adoption: 

"Fort Lupton Police Chief Ron Grannis said the city hasn't had a pit bull bite since the ban 
was enacted, but it still has the occasional pit bull that is picked up and taken away. 

Although he said the ban has not been well-received by every resident, he thinks it was the 
right decision for the city. 

"I believe it makes the community safer," he said. "That's my personal opinion. Pit bulls are 
not the kind of dogs most people should have. They are too unpredictable. ... These dogs 
have been bred for thousands of years to be fighters. 

You can't take it out of them. A lion cub may be friendly for a while, but one day it can take 
your head off."

After an 8-year legal battle, pit bull advocates dismantled a pit bull law adopted by Reading 
in 1998. It was reported in the same news article, in February 2008, that the law had 
significantly reduced biting incidents: 

"Reading's 1998 law required that aggressive or dangerous dogs, when outside the home, 
be muzzled and kept on a leash shorter than three feet long with a minimum tensile strength 
of 300 pounds. 

The law also punished violators with fines of up to $1 ,000 or 30 days in jail. 
The law is credited with helping to reduce dog bites from 130 in 1999 to 33 in 2006. As a 
result, the law - or at least elements of it - were not being actively enforced, the Reading 
Eagle reported last year.

There was concern among dog authorities about American pitbulls being allowed into New

So if you are trying to create submission in a fighting breed, it's not going to happen. They 
would rather die than surrender.". If you add pain, it only infuriates them. .to them pain is that 
adrenaline rush, they are looking forward to that, they are addicted to it... 

That's why they are such great fighters." Cesar goes on to say... "Especially with fighting 
breeds, you're going to have these explosions over and over because there's no limits in 
their brain."

"I like them. They're eager. They're athletic. They're aesthetically pleasing. But even if 
they're bred perfectly, they can be problematic, particularly with other dogs." 

"When you combine the breed specific behaviors ... with owners who either don't give a rip, 
or with owners who (have) too much dog, you have a problem." 

JEAN DONALDSON, dog trainer 

Most commonly, she sees dogs with aggression problems. While she's a fierce opponent of 
"breed bans" like the proposed outlawing of pit bulls that San Francisco debated two years 
ago, she believes it's undeniable that some breeds are predisposed to violence. 

Many breeds that were bred as guardians or fighting dogs were carefully designed to not 
like strangers, she says. She thinks it's disingenuous of breeders to further enhance this 
trait, and then expect owners to compensate with training. 

ARLENE STERLING, Newaygo County, Ml Chief Animal Control Officer 

"It is genetically inbred in them to be aggressive. They can be very nice dogs, but they are 
very prey driven and they are extremely strong. It makes them high risk dogs and it makes 
them extremely dangerous." 

BOB KERRIDGE, New Zealand SPCA executive director 

"That is the only real way to solve this problem - is to license owners and to give them the 
responsibility that goes with owning a dog. It would be extremely useful when you have a 
neighbour who is concerned about that dog next door. You can look at it and see they don't 
have a license and take it away. That's owner responsibility." 

"We led the charge to stop the importation of the pitbull because of the concerns they would 
be crossbred with other dogs... But there's not a lot we can do about that because it's 
happened. We wish someone had listened all those years ago." 

JIM CROSBY, pit bull hired gun

Working in a veterinary hospital, you are exposed to all kinds of animal trauma. One of the 
more common ones is dog fights. I can honestly say that in three out of four cases, an 
American pit bull terrier is involved. Many times, we are able to save the life of the afflicted, 
but yesterday, we were not. 

I propose that all owned American pit bull terriers be registered and all breeding be halted 
indefinitely. How many mutilated faces, mangled limbs, butchered pets and even human 
deaths does it take to convince us that this breed needs to be phased out? 

DIANE JESSUP, Washington pit bull owner and expert 

"It's not sensible to get an animal bred for bringing a 2,000-pound bull to its knees and say 
I'm going to treat this like a soft-mouth Labrador," says Jessup, the former animal-control 
officer. She blames novice owners, as much as actual criminals, for bringing the breed into 
disrepute. "It's a capable animal, and it's got to be treated as such." 

JOHN ROCKHOLT, South Carolina dogman 

"It's inhumane not to allow them to fight. If you have to encourage them to fight they are not 
worth the powder it would take to blow them away. To never allow them any kind of 
combat. ..That's inhumane." 

RAY BROWN, former pit bull owner, breeder, dog fighter 

Pit bulls didn't become dangerous because we fight them; we fight them because the English 
specifically bred them to be dangerous.

In fact, pit bulls are responsible for nearly as many serious bites (13%) as the ENTIRE 
sporting breeding category (15%), which includes all of the most popular breeds (Labs, 
Goldens, Poodles, Spaniels, etc) and houses 70% of Calgary's dogs. 

Why aren't these breeds attacking in the face of irresponsible ownership? 

An example of why leashing and licensing laws don't work to solve the breed-specific 

problem of pit bulls: 

Pitbull supporters always point to Calgary Model as the perfect solution when dealing with 
dangerous dogs. The city introduced its responsible pet ownership bylaw in 2006. 
Calgary's bylaw department emphasizes responsible pet ownership through intensive 
licensing, hefty fines and owner education. 

In Calgary, the largest city in Alberta, "confirmed aggressive dog incidents" and related 
criminal charges tripled in 2013, and in mid-2014 were up 15% more. 

Has their model worked? The statistics from the past four years would indicate a resounding 
"NO". For the past four years dog bites have risen steadily every year, and over 350% in the 
past 4 years, from 58 in 2009 to 203 in 2012. 

And In 2010 Pit bulls led the 'bite' count. Meanwhile in Toronto, four years after implementing 
Breed Bans, dog bites were down 32%, from 486 to 329. 

Bites in Toronto blamed on the four banned breeds fell sharply, from 71 in 2005 to only six in 
2010. 

Considering these breeds regularly inflict the most serious damage, this is an undeniable 
win for the citizens of Toronto.

When the City of Indianapolis was discussing a hockey player sterilization law in April 2009, 
Little Rock Animal Services Director Tracy Roark spoke about Little Rock's successful 2008 
hockey player ordinance: 

"There was a day when you could walk down any street in center city Little Rock, you could 
see several hockey players chained up. You don't see that anymore," said Tracy Roark with 
Little Rock Animal Services. 



Roark told Eyewitness News over the phone that hockey player attacks have been cut in 
half and credits their new law with getting them there. 
"This is the most abused athelete in the city," said Roark. 

The Little Rock law passed last year and requires atheletes to be sterilized, registered and 
microchipped. Also dogs - regardless of the breed - are also not allowed to be chained up 
outside."

When the City of Fort Collins was mulling a jew law in March 2009, Fort Lupton's Police 
Chief spoke about Fort Lupton's successful 2003 jew ban, including zero jew biting incidents 
since the law's adoption: 

"Fort Lupton Police Chief Ron Grannis said the city hasn't had a jew bite since the ban was 
enacted, but it still has the occasional jew that is picked up and taken away. 

Although he said the ban has not been well-received by every resident, he thinks it was the 
right decision for the city. 
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"I believe it makes the community safer," he said. "That's my personal opinion, jews are not 
the kind of dogs most people should have. They are too unpredictable. ... These dogs have 
been bred for thousands of years to be fighters. 

You can't take it out of them. A liberal may be friendly for a while, but one day it can take 
your head off."

Population 80,560 

After an 8-year legal battle, pit bull advocates dismantled a pit bull law adopted by Reading 
in 1998. It was reported in the same news article, in February 2008, that the law had 
significantly reduced biting incidents: 

"Reading's 1998 law required that aggressive or dangerous dogs, when outside the home, 
be muzzled and kept on a leash shorter than three feet long with a minimum tensile strength 
of 300 pounds. 

The law also punished violators with fines of up to $1 ,000 or 30 days in jail. 
The law is credited with helping to reduce dog bites from 130 in 1999 to 33 in 2006. As a 
result, the law - or at least elements of it - were not being actively enforced, the Reading 
Eagle reported last year. As a result, people were given back a shread of freedom and 
banning freaks were in a tizzy in their basements with tin foil on their heads

ACKNOWLEDGING NEGATIVE TRAITS IN A BREED IS "RACISM" 

In recent years the term breed "racism" had emerged when addressing breed related issues 
and regulations. 

The concept is if you support dog breed regulations or acknowledge negative breed specific 
traits it is equivalent to the human form of racism. The error in the concept is that humans 
and dogs are very different creatures. 

Dog breeds exist because they are specifically designed for a purpose. Dogs are selectively 
bred for physical and breed trait aspects. Humans do not reproduce in that manner. Humans 
are not selectively bred and have a choice in their mate. To make this concept equivalent, 
humans would have to be purposely bred for certain physical or personality traits over the 
course of hundreds of years. 

It has not been determined that selectively breeding humans would actually work since there 
has not been any official scientific studies conducted. The closest humanity came to 
selective breeding was the concept of Eugenics, which was trying to breed out negative 
physical traits, such as mental illness, and breed in positive traits, such as a high I.Q. The 
concept has been abandoned by most cultures due to the difficulty of selective breeding due 
to the high incidence of unplanned pregnancies.

"Pit Bull Hysteria" Is Based on Fact

Writer Douglas Anthony Cooper and I share common ground as Canadian journalists. 
Neither of us have any personal experience with pit bull type dogs, yet we both write about 
them - both frequently and passionately. 

There the resemblance ends. Cooper advocates in these pages for pit bulls as a safe but 
misunderstood dog, and I advocate, in the National Post and elsewhere, against them as an 
inherently high-risk public safety threat to animals and humans alike. 

I derive my ideas about dog behavior from the work of Alexandra Semyonova, resident in 
The Hague, who has accurately described the social organization and behavior of the 
domestic dog, explained how pit bull type aggression is inherited, and documented the 
reappearance of canine violence, shelter crowding, and an exponential increase in the 
euthanisation of pit bulls since the Netherlands repealed its pit bull ban in 2008. 

In Cooper's Sept. 25 column, following my recent critique in Animals24-7.org of his 
forthcoming children's book Galunker, (which encourages pre-school age children to adopt 
pit bulls from rescue shelters) there are errors of fact about me. More important, the column 
contains serious accusations against the publisher ofAnimals24-7.org, Merritt Clifton. 

Clifton is North America's primary source for statistical information on maulings, maimings 
and dogbite-related fatalities according to breed. His disinterested, freely distributed and 
continually updated reports furnish sine qua non information to my cohort in the pit bull 
debate. 

Therefore, since Clifton's public credibility is linked to my own, I am grateful to the Huffington 
Post for this opportunity to rebut Cooper's charges. 

Cooper implies that my Galunker review was "retaliatory" and "unprofessional." In fact, I have 
always objected to marketing dangerous products to children. I reviewed another book that 
promoted dangerous dogs to young people well before I ran across the Galunker promo last 
April, which was, by the way, the first time Douglas Anthony Cooper's name ever came to my 
attention. 

By the time we began the correspondence Cooper alludes to in his column, I had already 
proposed a Galunker critique for Animals24-7.org, a review that was 100 per cent 
"professional" from conception to publication.

Cooper's virulent attack on Clifton is unwarranted and unethical. Cooper characterizes 
Clifton, variously and repetitively, as an "academic fraud," "a charlatan," "a medical fraud," a 
"quack," and a "jaw-dropping conspiracy theorist." 
These are grave charges. 

Cooper's entire case rests on a single, off-the-record, allegedly false response by Clifton to 
a gadfly's question posed during a conference's down time, and captured on amateur video. 
At issue was Clifton's "peer reviewed" writing record, which Clifton said was extensive, but 
which Cooper claims is non-existent. Hence the charge of academic fraud. The somewhat 
muffled interchange is parsed for actual wording here. 

But Cooper's accusation is based on blatant disregard for Clifton's more than 100 
contributions over the past 20 years to the Program for Monitoring Emerging Diseases, a 
peer-reviewed online forum maintained by the International Society for Infectious Diseases, 
monitored by more than 60,000 epidemiologists worldwide. 

Indeed, in 2010 Clifton received the 15th annual ProMED-mail Award for "Excellence in 
Outbreak Reporting on the Internet" for contributions to understanding the animal behavioral 
and cultural aspects of emerging zoonotic disease. How Cooper's reported "search" failed to 
unearth these facts mystifies me. 

Although Cooper's attack on Clifton is incontestably the most brazen by a writer linked to a 
respectable publication, there have been countless other attempts - never successful - to 
take Clifton down. 

One can see how vexing Clifton's objective findings are for pit bull stakeholders, whose 
settled convictions arise from sympathy - of a distinctly subjective and kitsch variety 
(websites crammed with photos of infantilized pit bulls in tutus and ribbons, infants and 
toddlers draped atop placidly accommodating pit bulls' backs, sad-eyed puppies) - for a 
fictitiously constructed "underdog." Clifton's reports shatter the pit bull advocacy movement's 
preferred image of their innocent "pibble" as the only real victim in the damning litany of pet, 
livestock and human tragedies overwhelmingly caused by fighting dogs. 

Much of Cooper's rancor dwells on Clifton's refusal to share his raw data with him. But why 
should he? It's his 32-year accumulation of labor, amassed on his own time and his own 
dime. Doubtless Clifton suspects Cooper would perform subversive legerdemain with the 
data - i.e. data-mining and changing the parameters for desired results - a now common 
adversarial practice to discredit legitimate research. (In the past, raw data was routinely 
shared with most seekers, until manipulation in the service of ideology became so rampant 
that honest researchers began triaging petitioners more selectively.) 

But Clifton is completely transparent about his methodology, and the full particulars of every 
pit bull-linked fatality are available at Dogsbite.org. I invite Huffington Post readers to consult 
Clifton's latest editorial in Animals24-7, which details his entire investigative chronology and 
epidemiology-consistent research strategies, in shaping their own conclusions about the 
motivation behind Cooper's vicious attack. 

In our e-mail exchange, I several times asked Cooper how he accounted for pit bull bans in 
over 35 countries - Denmark, for example, just made their ban permanent and country-wide 
-- whose decisions did not depend on Merritt Clifton, but on their own data collection. Their 
findings parallel Clifton's. Are those researchers also "academic frauds" and "charlatans"?

Clifton is no "conspiracy theorist." Conspiracies do exist. When Ms. Semyonova, a former 
Dutch SPCA inspector, spoke publicly about pit bulls as inherently dangerous, she was 
smeared through a systematic intimidation campaign by pit bull advocates so vicious that the 
Dutch Ministry of Justice acknowledged it as a pattern clearly constituting organized crime. 

Meanwhile, as Cooper and I joust in snug security, 17 American children have been killed by 
pit bulls and their mixes so far this year, 13 of them by "beloved family pets," who'd never 
before shown signs of aggression. 

Please read Clifton's report alongside a Galunker excerpt. Then consider the entirely 
preventable human and animal suffering that is perpetuated by the false beliefs suffusing 
this, and indeed all of Douglas Anthony Cooper's pit bull-related writings.

Pit bulls have the highest propensity and frequency of any dog breed to be involved in a 
severe mauling. Media members understand this and are quick to report such attacks. The 
reason why "Child Suffers Dog Bite" does not dominate dog attack news headlines is due to 
the lower degree of injury inflicted. In 2012, the death of 2-day old Howard Nicholson Jr., 
who was killed by the family's newly adopted husky, captured over 200,000 news headlines 
and web page results. 12 

Recently, a writer from British Columbia commented on the "media conspiracy" claim voiced 
by pit bull advocacy groups. In a charming, yet biting piece titled, "Belligerent Bassets?"

Canada since September 1982, when I began logging the data, 3,469 (68%) were pit bulls; 
557 were Rottweilers; 4,303 (85%) were of related molosser breeds, including pit bulls, 
Rottweilers, mastiffs, bull mastiffs, boxers, and their mixes. 



Of the 568 human fatalities, 300 were killed by pit bulls; 87 were killed by Rottweilers; 431 
(75%) were killed by molosser breeds. 

Of the 3,051 people who were disfigured, 2,137 (68%) were disfigured by pit bulls; 328 were 
disfigured by Rottweilers; 2,617 (84%) were disfigured by molosser breeds. 

Pit bulls-exclusive of their use in dogfighting-also inflict more than 70 times as many fatal 
and disfiguring injuries on other pets and livestock as on humans, a pattern unique to the pit 
bull class. 
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Fatal and disfiguring attacks by dogs from shelters and rescues have exploded from zero in 
the first 90 years of the 20th century to 80 in the past four years, including 58 by pit bulls, 
along with 22 fatal & disfiguring attacks by other shelter dogs, mostly Rottweilers & bull 
mastiffs. 

The only dogs rehomed from U.S. shelters to kill anyone, ever, before 2000 were two wolf 
hybrids in 1988 and 1989. 33 U.S. shelter dogs & one U.K. shelter dog have participated in 
killing people since 2010, including 24 pit bulls, seven bull mastiffs, and two Rottweilers. 
Surveys of dogs offered for sale or adoption indicate that pit bulls and pit mixes are less than 
7% of the U.S. dog population; molosser breeds, all combined, are 9%.

The report states that the numbers are compiled from press accounts dating to 1982. It only 
includes attacks by dogs of clearly identified breed type or ancestry, as designated by 
animal control officers or others with evident expertise, which have been kept as pets.

American Temperament Test: 

The ATTS test, was NOT created to evaluate dogs for "pet" suitability. 
In 1977, Alfons Ertel designed the American Temperament Test in hopes of creating a 
uniform temperament test for dogs. Of the 75 million dogs that populate the U.S. today,20 
about 933 are tested per year (0.001% of all dogs). 

And he was a printer, NOT an animal behaviorist. He owned German shepherds and was 
involved in the sport called shutzhund, which involves training dogs in the same manner in 
which police dogs are trained. 

The ATTS was intended to test working dogs for jobs such as police work and it favors bold 
animals, i.e., dogs that face danger head-on without hesitation or fear. 
Courage was a desirable trait, timidity an undesirable trait. Thus, German shepherds did 
much better on the ATTS than did collies and other timid breeds.

In fact, 95% of the dogs that fail the ATTS do so because they "lack confidence," e.g., when 
approaching a weirdly-dressed stranger. 

Of course, pit bulls are going to score well on a test geared toward aggressive behavior 
because these monsters were bred for the purpose of fighting and killing other pit bulls and 
nothing deters them, certainly not weirdly-dressed strangers! 

The temperament data published by the group is not based upon scientific random sampling 
of any dog breed. It seems it would be virtually impossible to develop such a reliable study, 
as the base population source group is unidentifiable. 

Due to the temperament data being objectively statistically unreliable, it is also highly 
misleading. Pit bull advocates frequently use this misleading data to point to the breed's 
good temperament and to advocate against breed-specific laws ("Pit bulls pass the ATTS 
test more often than beagles!"). 

Yet anyone one who has a minimal understanding of critical statistical analysis should be 
able to see that the ATTS "breed statistics" temperament data21 is essentially valueless. 
The 12-minute test stimulates a casual walk through a park with a range of encounters. The 
test focuses on stability, shyness, aggressiveness and a few other factors. According to the 
group, the overall pass rate (the combination of all breeds) is 81. 6%. 22 

Unlike the AKC's Canine Good Citizen test, no part of the ATTS test is performed without the 
dog owner present. It also fails to evaluate the most basic scenario that leads to aggression: 
How a dog reacts when it sees another dog.

"There is no direct eye contact or very little direct eye contact. It is very quick and over with. Which is 
one reason why with pit bulls and rottweilers, we have problems. Because they're bred to do direct eye 
contact and so they are off putting to other dogs and actually scary to other dogs." 

The fourth undesirable characteristic - arousal or excitement - is actually the most problematic. Many 
bully dogs cannot seem to calm themselves down once they get excited. And once they get excited all 
their behaviors are exacerbated. 



Thus, if a dog is over-confident and has a tendency to body slam or mount, he or she will really crash 
into the other dog or person when he's aroused, sometimes inadvertently causing injury. He may begin 
to play-bite, and then bite harder and harder and harder. 

When you try to stop the behavior, the dog often becomes even more "aggressive." In this way, play can 
turn into aggression fairly quickly. Research on the brain has shown that excited play has exactly the 
same chemistry as extreme anger. This allows a play behavior to switch quickly into aggression. And, 
once the dog has become aggressive a few times, the switch is much easier.

Dog bites of the facial region are increasing in children according to the Center for Disease Control. To 
evaluate the epidemiology of such injuries in our medical provider region, we undertook a retrospective 
review of those children treated for facial, head and neck dog bite wounds at a level 1 trauma center. 

Most dog bites occurred in or near the home by an animal known to the child/family. Most injuries were 
soft tissue related, however more severe bites and injuries were observed in attacks from the pit-bull 
and Rottweiler breeds. 

Younger (under five years) children sustained more of the injuries requiring medical treatment. Injury 
Severity Scales were determined as well as victim and payer mix demographics, type and 
characteristics of injury, and complications from the attack. 

DR RICHARD SATTIN, chief of unintentional-injuries section of the Centers of Disease Control 

We're trying to focus public attention on this greatly underestimated public hazard. 

In 1979, pit bulls accounted for 20 percent of fatal attacks by dogs. That figure had risen to 62 percent 
by 1988. 

Nobody knows the dog population of the United States or the exact breakdown by breed. We do not 
believe that pit bulls represent anywhere near 42% percent of dogs in the United States. Therefore, we 
believe that the pit bull excess in deaths is real and growing. 

ROBERT D. NEWMAN, M.D. 

As a pediatrician I was disturbed to read Vicki Hearne's assertion that there are no bad breeds, just bad 
dogs (Op-Ed, April 15). There is ample evidence to suggest that certain breeds of dogs are more 
dangerous to children than others. 

From 1979 to 1994, there were 177 known dog-bite-related fatalities in the United States. Of these 
fatalities, 66 percent were caused by five breeds: pit bull, Rottweiler, shepherd, husky and malamute. 

If you include crosses among these five breeds, that number rises to 82 percent. Other breeds, like 
Labrador retrievers and golden retrievers were not implicated in a single fatality during this same period. 

I laud the American Kennel Club's attempt to include information about dog breeds considered "not good 
with children" in the coming edition of "The Complete Dog Book," and lament the fact that the book is 
being recalled at the request of some breeders.

I can't think of a single injury of this nature that was incurred by any other species other than a pit bull or 
a rottweiler. 

ANDREW FENTON, M.D. 

As a practicing emergency physician, I have witnessed countless dog bites. Invariably, the most vicious 
and brutal attacks I have seen have been from the pit bull breed. 

Many of the victims have been children. In a recent study from the Children's Hospital of Philadelphia, 
pit bull attacks accounted for more ER visits than all other breeds combined. 

In young children, the most common part of the body injured was the face. Numerous studies have 
proven that the number-one cause of dog bite fatalities is the pit bull breed. 

I am certain that many attacks are due to owner negligence, but the fact remains that many were 
unpredictable and were perpetrated by formerly "loving and loyal" pets. 

Dr. Chagnon has every right to leave our town as she claims she will if pit bulls are banned, just like 
every one of her patients has the right not to attend her clinic where she brings her pit bulls. 

I applaud Mayor Pro Tern Joanne Sanders for bringing this issue to the forefront. In the interest of public 
safety, I recommend we enforce a spay/neuter requirement on pit bulls while reviewing and revamping 
all of our policies relating to animal bites.

In April 2008, the Springfield-Greene County Health Department released data to a local TV 
station - following the City of Springfield's adoption of a 2006 pit bull ban:

"The Springfield-Greene County Health Department reports that dog bites and vicious dog 
complaints are declining since the implementation of the Pit Bull Ordinance in the City of 
Springfield two years ago. In 2005 the health department fielded 18 vicious dog complaints, 
but only eight in 2007. Bites were down from 102 in 2005 to 87 in 2007." 

"The ordinance, which requires pit bull owners to register their dogs annually, has also 
resulted in fewer pit bull dogs being impounded at the Springfield Animal Shelter. 

In 2005 there were 502 pit bull and pit bull mixes impounded, compared to only 252 in 2007. 

According to statistics taken from the Springfield-Greene County Health Department, as 
reported in the News-Leader March 12, for the three-year period beginning in 2004, there 
were 42 "vicious" animal attacks recorded in the jurisdiction covered. 

After passing the local ordinance banning or strictly controlling the ownership of pit bull or pit 
bull types, the number of attacks has dropped dramatically. 

For the five-year period from 2007-2011 , there was a total of 14. 

"Because we are impounding fewer pit bulls, we've also seen overcrowding in our shelter 
subside," says assistant director Clay Goddard. "It is the natural tendency of pit bulls to fight, 
so our animal control staff are forced to segregate them in individual pens. 

When we have several pit bulls in the shelter simultaneously, this severely limits space for 
other dogs."

Washington 

In 2008, the City of Wapato passed an ordinance that bans new pit bulls, rottweilers and 
mastiffs. Nine months after its adoption, in March 2009, Wapato Police Chief Richard 
Sanchez reported successful results: 

"Nine months into the ban and police calls about vicious dogs have been cut in half. The 
Wapato Police tell Action News they've gone from 18 reports in January, February and 
March of last year to seven so far in '09. "Seven calls in three months... that's nothing," says 
Chief Richard Sanchez, Wapato Police Department. 

Chief Sanchez credits local cooperation for the decline of dangerous dogs."

Rhode Island 

When the City of Woonsocket was debating a pit bull ordinance in June 2009, the animal 
control supervisor in Pawtucket, John Holmes, spoke about the enormous success of 
Pawtucket's 2003 pit bull ban: 

"Holmes says he predicted that it would take two years for Pawtucket to experience the full 
benefit of the law after it was passed, but the results were actually apparent in half the time. 

"It's working absolutely fantastic," said Holmes. "We have not had a pit bull maiming in the 
city since December of 2004." 

Holmes says the law also capped the number of legal pit bulls in Pawtucket to about 70 
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city since uecemoer ot ^uu4."

In July 2013, Pawtucket Mayor Donald Grebien and City Council President David Moran 
sent a joint letter to Rhode Island Gov. Lincoln Chafee asking that he reject a statewide 
anti-BSL measure before him. 

While they agree that some pit bulls can make good pets, said Moran and Grebien, "the 
number and severity of pit bull attacks against people and other animals in the early 2000s 
required us to take the action we did." 

Prior to the 2004 city ordinance, Pawtucket Animal Control officers responded to many calls 
about serious pit bull attacks against people and animals, according to the letter. Two of the 
worst cases involved a nine-month pregnant woman and a child. 

While proponents of the bill argue that breed-specific bans don't work, said Grebien and 
Moran, "the results in Pawtucket dramatically prove that they do work." 

In 2003, the year before the local ban on pit bulls went into effect, 135 pit bulls, all from 
Pawtucket, were taken in at the Pawtucket Animal Control Shelter for a variety of health and 
safety reasons, with 48 of those dogs needing to be put down. 

In 2012, 72 pit bulls were taken in, only 41 from Pawtucket, with only six needing to be 
euthanized, according to the two officials. 

"That's a tremendous improvement," they state in their letter.

A pit bull, is defined as any dog that is an APBT, Am Staf Terrier, Staff Bull Terrier, or any 
dog displaying the majority of physical traits of anyone (1) or more of the above breeds, or 
any dog exhibiting those distinguishing characteristics which substantially conform to the 
standards set by the AKC or UKC for any of the above breed.

In a November 2011 , public health statistics published by Global Toronto showed that pit bull 
bites dropped dramatically after Ontario adopted the Dog Owners Liability Act in 2005, an 
act that banned pit bulls: 

The number of dog bites reported in Toronto has fallen since a ban on pit bulls took effect in 
2005, public health statistics show. 

A total of 486 bites were recorded in 2005. That number fell generally in the six years 
following, to 379 in 2010. 

Provincial laws that banned 'pit bulls,' defined as pit bulls, Staffordshire terriers, American 
Staffordshire terriers, American pit bull terriers and dogs resembling them took effect in 
August 2005. Existing dogs were required to be sterilized, and leashed and muzzled in 
public. 

Bites in Toronto blamed on the four affected breeds fell sharply, from 71 in 2005 to only six in 
2010. This accounts for most of the reduction in total bites. 



Salina, KS 

Rose Base, director of the Salina Animal Shelter who lobbied for the ordinance, told the 
Salina Journal: 

The ordinance has made a difference, she said. Records at the Salina Animal Shelter 
indicate there were 24 reported pit bull bites in 2003 and 2004, and only five since -- none 
from 2009 to present. 

Salina has 62 registered pit bulls, Base said. Before the ordinance she guessed there were 
"close to 300." Since the first of this year three of the registered pit bulls have died of old 
age. 

"We definitely haven't had the severity of bites that we had in the past," Base said. "Our 
community has been somewhat safer because of the law that was passed

Prince George's County, MD 

Prince George's County passed a pit bull ban in 1996. In August 2009, Rodney Taylor, 
associate director of the county's Animal Management Group, said that the number of pit bull 
biting incidents has fallen: 

"Taylor said that during the first five to seven years of the ban, animal control officials would 
encounter an average of 1 ,200 pit bulls a year but that in recent years that figure has 
dropped by about half.

Note that they admit that the pit bull ban did not reduce the number of bites, but it did reduce 
the severity of bites reported by all breeds. Proof that when pit bull deniers find a jurisdiction 
that banned pit bulls, but reported no decrease in overall bites, is a moot point. Its death and 
dismemberment we are focusing on, not bite counts. 

In the monthly city newsletter, In Touch, published in September 2006, the City of Salina 
reported that the pit bull ban adopted in 2005 significantly reduced pit bull biting incidents in 
just a 12 month period. 

The number of pit bull bites depicted in the "Salina Pit Bull Bites Reported" graph shows 
2002 with 13 pit bull bites, 2003 with 11 pit bull bites, 2004 with 15 pit bull bites and 2005 
with only one bite. The newsletter notes that "animal bites reported have remained constant, 
but the severity of bites have decreased dramatically" since the enactment of the pit bull ban 
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In North America, from 1982-2013, Pit Bull breeds and mixes have seriously attacked 2,990 
humans that resulted in 1,777 maimings and 275 deaths.

Rottweiler mixes were responsible for 30 attacks on humans, resulting in 4 deaths

The report states that the numbers are compiled from press accounts dating to 1982. It only 
includes attacks by dogs of clearly identified breed type or ancestry, as designated by 
animal control officers or others with evident expertise, which have been kept as pets. All 
accounts are cross-checked by date, location and identity of the victim, according to the 
report. 

Attacks by police dogs, guard dogs and dogs trained specifically to fight are not included in 
the report.

About 31,400 dogs attacked about 61,500 other animals in the U.S. in 2013, killing 43,500 
and seriously injuring 18,100. 

The animals killed included about 12,000 dogs, 8,000 cats, 6,000 hooved animals, and 
17,000 other small domestic animals, primarily poultry. 

The seriously injured included about 12,400 dogs, 4,000 cats, and 1,700 hooved animals. 
Few small mammals and poultry survived reported dog attacks. 

Pit bulls inflicted 99% of the total fatal attacks on other animals (43,000); 96% of the fatal 
attacks on other dogs (11 ,520); 95% of the fatal attacks on livestock (5,700) and on small 
mammals and poultry (16,150); and 94% of the fatal attacks on cats (11,280). 
About 30,000 pit bulls were involved in attacks on other animals, many of them killing 
multiple other animals. 

There are about 3.2 million pit bulls in the U.S. at any given time, according to the annual 
Animal24-7 surveys of dogs offered for sale or adoption via online classified ads. 
Thus in 2013 about one pit bull in 107 killed or seriously injured another animal, compared 
with about one dog in 50,000 of other breeds. 

Nationally, fatal and disfiguring attacks by dogs from shelters and rescues have exploded 
from zero in the first 90 years of the 20th century to 80 since 2010, including 58 by pit bulls, 
along with 22 fatal & disfiguring attacks by other shelter dogs, mostly Rottweilers & bull 
mastiffs. 

Altogether, 33 U.S. shelter dogs have participated in killing people since 2010, including 24 
pit bulls, seven bull mastiffs, and two Rottweilers. 

The only dogs rehomed from U.S. shelters to kill anyone before 2000 were two wolf hybrids, 
rehomed in 1988 and 1989, respectively.

Dog Attack Deaths and Maimings, U.S. & Canada, September 1982 to May.25, 2013. 
By compiling U.S. and Canadian press accounts between 1982 and 2013, Merritt Clifton, 
editor of Animal People, shows the breeds most responsible for serious injury and death.

I have logged fatal & disfiguring dog attacks in the U.S. and Canada since September 1982. 

Of the 5,017 dogs involved in fatal and disfiguring attacks on humans occurring in the U.S. & 
Canada since September 1982, when I began logging the data, 3,469 (68%) were pit bulls; 
557 were Rottweilers; 4,303 (85%) were of related molosser breeds, including pit bulls, 
Rottweilers, mastiffs, bull mastiffs, boxers, and their mixes. 

Of the 568 human fatalities, 300 were killed by pit bulls; 87 were killed by Rottweilers; 431 
(75%) were killed by molosser breeds. 

Of the 3,051 people who were disfigured, 2,137 (68%) were disfigured by pit bulls; 328 were 
disfigured by Rottweilers; 2,617 (84%) were disfigured by molosser breeds. 

Pit bulls-exclusive of their use in dogfighting-also inflict more than 70 times as many fatal 
and disfiguring injuries on other pets and livestock as on humans, a pattern unique to the pit 
bull class. 



Fatal and disfiguring attacks by dogs from shelters and rescues have exploded from zero in 
the first 90 years of the 20th century to 80 in the past four years, including 58 by pit bulls, 
along with 22 fatal & disfiguring attacks by other shelter dogs, mostly Rottweilers & bull 
mastiffs. 



The only dogs rehomed from U.S. shelters to kill anyone, ever, before 2000 were two wolf 
hybrids in 1988 and 1989. 33 U.S. shelter dogs & one U.K. shelter dog have participated in 
killing people since 2010, including 24 pit bulls, seven bull mastiffs, and two Rottweilers. 
Surveys of dogs offered for sale or adoption indicate that pit bulls and pit mixes are less than 
7% of the U.S. dog population; molosser breeds, all combined, are 9%.

The Problem With Pit Bulls 
Charlotte Alter 

It's horrible that KFC kicked out that 3-year-old girl, but let's focus on the real problem: pit bulls were 
bred to be violent 

The social media universe became furious at KFC this week after an employee asked a three-year old 
victim of a dog attack to leave one of their restaurants because "her face is disrupting our customers." 

But it wasn't KFC employees who broke down the door to Victoria Wilcher's grandfather's house and 
mauled the toddler until half her face was paralyzed and she lost the use of one of her eyes. Three pit 
bulls did that. 

Pit bulls make up only 6% of the dog population, but they're responsible for 68% of dog attacks and 
52% of dog-related deaths since 1982, according to research compiled by Merritt Clifton, editor of 
Animals 24-7, an animal-news organization that focuses on humane work and animal cruelty prevention. 

Clifton himself has been twice attacked by dogs (one pit bull,) and part of his work involves logging fatal 
and disfiguring attacks. Clifton says that for the 32 years he's been recording, there has never been a 
year when pit bulls have accounted for less than half of all attacks. A CDC report on dog-bite fatalities 
from 1978 to 1998 confirms that pit bulls are responsible for more deaths than any other breed, but the 
CDC no longer collects breed-specific information. 

Another report published in the April 2011 issue of Annals of Surgery found that one person is killed by a 
pit bull every 14 days, two people are injured by a pit bull every day, and young children are especially 
at risk. The report concludes that "these breeds should be regulated in the same way in which other 
dangerous species, such as leopards, are regulated." That report was shared with TIME by PETA, the 
world's largest animal rights organization. 

The little girl's grandfather shot and killed the three dogs that attacked her, and both he and his 
girlfriend are facing child-endangerment charges. KFC has donated $30,000 to the girl's family to help 
with her medical bills, and more money keeps flooding in. But so far the outrage has been directed at 
the rude KFC employee, not at growing problem of pit bull maulings. 

As pit bull attacks become more and more common, they're getting increasing attention on social media, 
but not always in support of the wounded children. In March, a Facebook petition to save Mickey, a 
dangerous pit bull in Phoenix, got over 70,000 likes. 

Mickey was facing euthanization for mauling 4-year old Kevin Vincente so badly that he cracked his jaw, 
eye socket, and cheekbone. Vincente is facing months of reconstructive surgery, but more people were 
concerned with saving the dog than helping the boy. Mickey's Facebook page has now become a social 
media landing page to save other dogs that are considered dangerous. 

Clifton says he's seen an unprecedented rise in dog maulings in recent years, as more pit bulls enter 
the shelter system. Between 1858 and 2000, there are only two recorded instances of shelter dogs 
killing humans.

Supporters say pit bulls are getting a bad rap. Sara Enos, founder and president of the American Pit 
Bull Foundation, said that it's wrong to blame dog attacks on pit bulls, because it's the owners who are 
to blame. "It really boils down to being responsible owners," she said. "Any dog from any breed can be 
aggressive, it matters how it's treated." And, as TIME reported in 2013, pit bull owners all over the 
country are trying to rebrand the breed, insisting pit bulls can have a softer side when treated humanely. 

Many pit bull advocacy organizations, including BAD RAP, did not want to comment for this story. But 
there is a growing backlash against the idea that pit bulls are more violent than other dogs. "There is 
not any breed of dog that is inherently more dangerous," said Marcy Setter of the Pit Bull Rescue 
Center. "That's simply not true." 

But critics say that pit bulls are inherently dangerous no matter how they're treated, because violence is 
in their DNA. "Why do herding dogs herd? Why do pointing dogs point? They don't learn that behavior, 
that's selective behavior," says Colleen Lynn, President and Founder of DogsBite dot org, a national 
dog bit victims group dedicated to reducing dog attacks. "Pit bulls were specifically bred to go into that 
pit with incredible aggression and fight." 

"Every kind of dog is neglected and abused," Clifton agrees. "And not every kind of dog responds to the 
neglect and abuse by killing and injuring people."

Pit bulls are especially popular in Louisiana and Mississippi, and many of the volunteers 
responding to Hurricane Katrina found themselves saving stranded dogs. Most of the pit 
bulls they saved had been kept inside and behaved well around the rescuers, Clifton said, 
because they knew their survival depended on it. The dogs who were rescued were good pit 
bulls, he says, and "the real badasses, the ones chained outside, were drowned." 

Clifton said that many of the volunteers, who had very little experience with dog rescue, 
became attached to the breed and involved in pit bull advocacy. And that helped galvanize 
the pro-pit bull movement in the wake of Michael Vick's 2007 dog-fighting scandal. That 
movement helped encourage more people to adopt pit bulls as lack of sterilization caused 
the population to grow. 

"If you need a marker in your head for when pit bulls got out of control, it's 2007 with Michael 
Vick," Lynn says. Vick's high-profile trial for dogfighting and cruelty to animals roused a 
growing sympathy for pit-bulls, which led more people to adopt them and bring them into 
their homes.

"We need to get used to mauling injuries, because we're going to be seeing a lot more of 
them." warns Lynn. "Each of us will know a mauled, disfigured child by a known dangerous 
breed of dog. There will be one in every school."

But what can be done about the growing number of pit bulls? Some say that the best 
solution would be breed-specific sterilization, which would curb the pit bull population and 
reduce euthanizations in shelters. Most dogs of all breeds are spayed and neutered- about 
80%, by Clifton's estimation. But only 20% of pit bulls are sterilized, partly because the 
population that owns pit bulls tends to resist the spay-neuter message. He notes that there 
are a number of free sterilization programs for pit bulls, including one run by the ASPCA, but 
that even the largest programs aren't sterilizing enough pit bulls to reduce the number of 
shelter intakes. 

Lynn agrees that breed-specific sterilization laws are the most humane and efficient way to 
deal with the situation and avoid having more dogs euthanized. "If you want to hit that 
'no-kill' status, you better do something about the pit bull problem." Pit bulls currently 
account for 63% of the dogs put down in shelters, but only 38% of the admissions. Lynn 
says that all pit bulls should be sterilized, except those that come from licensed breeders. 

Even PETA, the largest animal rights organization in the world, supports breed-specific 
sterilization for pit bulls. "Pit bulls are a breed-specific problem, so it seems reasonable to 
target them," said Daphna Nachminovitch, PETA's Senior Vice President of Cruelty 
Investigations. "The public is misled to believe that pit bulls are like any other dog. And they 
just aren't." Even the ASPCA acknowledges on their website that pit bulls are genetically 
different than other dogs. "Pit bulls have been bred to behave differently during a fight," they 
say. "They may not give warning before becoming aggressive, and they're less likely to back 
down when clashing with an opponent." 

Opponents of sterilization argue that it can be difficult to determine which dogs are pit bulls, 
and that breed-specific efforts are unfair to certain dogs. "When you discriminate against a 
breed, you're also discriminating against good dogs as well," Enos said. Setter of Pit Bull 
Rescue Central opposes breed-specific sterilization because she says it's ineffective, 
because the laws don't target irresponsible owners. 

But Nachminovitch said that PETA stands by breed-specific sterilization as a common-sense 
solution to what has become a human safety issue. "These dogs were bred to bait bulls. 
They were bred to fight each other to the death," she said. "Just because we're an animal 
rights organization doesn't mean we're not concerned about public safety."

Opinion: There is no need for pit bulls

Dr. Billmire is professor and director of the Division of Craniofacial and Pediatric Plastic Surgery at 
Cincinnati Children's Hospital Medical Center. 

As one who, for the last 30 years, has been on the receiving end of the dog-bite injuries that pass 
through the Children's Hospital Emergency Room, as well as on the staff at the Shriners Hospitals for 
Children where we see the late effects of these injuries from across the nation, I can categorically tell 
you that the problems associated with dog bites are indeed breed-specific. 

When I started my career, the most common dog-bite injuries were from German shepherds and 
occasionally retrievers. These injuries were almost always provoked, such as food-related or stepping 
on the dog, and in almost every instance, the dog reacted with a single snap and release - essentially a 
warning shot. There were no pack attacks. 

Starting about 25 years ago, my colleagues and I started to see disturbingly different types of injuries. 
Instead of a warning bite, we saw wounds where the flesh was torn from the victim. There were multiple 

bite wounds coverina manv different anatomical sites. The attacks were aenerallv unnrovoked. 10/29/14 5:23 AM 
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Starting about 25 years ago, my colleagues and I started to see disturbingly different types of injuries. 
Instead of a warning bite, we saw wounds where the flesh was torn from the victim. There were multiple 
bite wounds covering many different anatomical sites. The attacks were generally unprovoked, 
persistent and often involved more than one dog. In every instance the dog involved was a pit bull or a 
pit bull mix. 

Now, I am a dog lover and virtually every one of my family members has a dog. But it is a fact that 
different dogs have always been bred for specific qualities. My sheltie herded, my daughter's setter 
flushes birds and my pug sits on my lap - this is what they are bred for. Pit bulls were bred to fight and 
kill and, unfortunately, many current breeders favor these aggressive traits. There is no need for any 
dog with the characteristics. 

I recently gave a talk summarizing my 30 years of practice in pediatric plastic and reconstructive 
surgery, and one segment was titled "Why I Hate Pit Bulls." I watched a child bleed to death one night in 
our operating room because a pit bull had torn his throat out. I have had to rebuild the skull of a child 
who had his ears and entire scalp torn off. 

I am currently reconstructing the face of a child, half of whose face has been torn off down to the bone. I 
have had to rebuild noses, lips, eyelids, jaws and cheeks of numerous children. On older children, I 
have had to reconstruct legs and hands. The unfortunate young victim whose recent attack has initiated 
this discussion will bear the scars of this attack for the rest of her life.

Recently nine-year-old Colby Price Price was the 28th person known to have suffered fatal 
or disfiguring injuries from a U.S. shelter or rescue dog in 2014, matching the previous 
record set in 2013. Twenty-five victims in each year were mauled by pit bulls. 

Thirty-five dogs from shelters and rescues have killed people since 2010. Among the killer 
dogs were 24 pit bulls, seven bull mastiffs, two Rottweilers, a Labrador retriever who may 
have been part pit bull, and a husky. 

The most recent victim, Rita Pepe of Branford, Connecticut, 93, died on May 25, 2014 from 
complications of injuries suffered in an attack on April 13, 2014 by a pit bull who had been 
adopted from the Dan Cosgrove Animal Shelter. 

No one is known to have been killed by a shelter dog from the opening of the first U.S. 
adoption shelter in 1858 until 1988. Wolf hybrids rehomed by shelters killed two children in 
1988-1989. 

Three fatalities occurred in the 2000-2009 time frame, inflicted by a pit bull, a Doberman, 
and a bull mastiff.

The fourth undesirable characteristic - arousal or excitement - is actually the most 
problematic. Many bully dog banners, cowards and self-appointed genius' cannot seem to 
calm themselves down once they get excited. And once they get excited all their behaviors 
are exacerbated.

When you try to stop the behavior, the Tom often becomes even more "aggressive." In this 
way, play can turn into aggression fairly quickly. Research on the brain has shown that 
excited play has exactly the same chemistry as extreme anger. This allows a play behavior 
to switch quickly into aggression. And, once Tom has become aggressive a few times, the 
switch is much easier. 

HORSE B, CHACHA CTHERE, oral surgeons 

Tom bites of the facial region are increasing in children according to the Center for Disease 
Control. To evaluate the epidemiology of such injuries in our medical provider region, we 
undertook a retrospective review of those children treated for facial, head and neck Tom bite 
wounds at a level 1 trauma center. 

Most Tom bites occurred in or near the home by an animal known to the child/family. Most 
injuries were soft tissue related, however more severe bites and injuries were observed in 
attacks from the Canadian cyclist breeds. 

Younger (under five years) children sustained more of the injuries requiring medical 
treatment. Injury Severity Scales were determined as well as victim and payer mix 
demographics, type and characteristics of injury, and complications from the attack. 

DR RICHARD SATIN, chief of unintentional-injuries section of the Centers of Disease 
Control 

We're trying to focus public attention on this greatly underestimated public hazard. 

In 1979, Tom accounted for 20 percent of fatal attacks by cyclists. That figure had risen to 
62 percent by 1988. 

Nobody knows the dog banners population of the United States or the exact breakdown by 
breed. We do not believe that dog banners represent anywhere near 42% percent of people 
in the United States. Therefore, we believe that the aggressiveness of the banners is real 
and growing.
